For Padalecki, keeping in shape isn't the 
most challenging aspect of working on 
Supernatural. “It’s definitely the green 
screen.” the actor states. Tt’s one thing 
to sit and talk to somebody and have 
a conversation - I’ve done movies 
and plays where you’re performing 
a monologue, and that’s always easy. 

But when they say, ‘Right, look at this 
wall. This X mark is the face of a visual 
effect that we haven’t made yet. so you're 
just going to have to imagine something 
scar>’ - that’s definitely the hardest part. 
It’s not like pulling teeth or anvihing. 
but it’s definitely weird. I alwav s find 
myself thinking, ‘I hope they make this 
thing look scary because I’m going to act 
scared, so I hope they don’t sell me out."' 

Over the years, Padalecki has come to 
increasingly admire the technical aspects 
of horror filmmaking. “It's weird." he 
says. “I always grew up watching TV and

NK: What are you working on today? 
i LB: Today we're just doing some prep 
on the Christmas episode, getting some 
doubles for that, it's the first Christmas 
episode we've ever done. It's really 
quite funny and quite macabre at the 
same time, because we've got a badass 
Santa who Is killing people and pulling 
j them up chimneys and tearing them apart 
and eating them. 

NK; What do you love about working 
on Supernatural 

! L6: I've talked to a number of people 
on set when they're looking a little 
tired, and I've just told them, “Look, 
you've gotta cherish this show and 
I this moment and what you're going 
through right now, because a show like 
this - in terms of how well everybody 
gets along, drat whole family atmosphere 
- is only going to come along once in 
your lifetime, maybe twice if you're lucky.” 
And we've got a lot of pride In what we 
do. It's a pleasure to come to work on this 
show every day. 

NK; What is your favorite episode 
LB; Skin. I found that to be a really 
creepy, well-written script, and everything 
worked. Especially those sets - you just 
wanted to go take a shower after you'd 
been around those sets. It was just so 
well done. And the Christmas episode is 
so bizarre, it's amazing. This whole thing 
of little Innocent kids watching this nasty 
Santa Claus walk by dragging one of their 
parents in a bag. and it just stops and 
eats all the cookies... and then leaves. 

It's very funny. 
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NK; What are you working on today? 

CY: We're on episode seven of season 
three. Our normal pattern is eight 
principal shoot days and one second unit 
day. Today we have a 4 o'clock call, which 
Is very late on a Wednesday. The reason 
for that is we were working very late 
last week, so that meant our turnaround 
for Monday was already a little bit later 
than we'd like it. Then we'd built Into our 
budget some overtime, so Monday and 
Tuesday we worked 13-and-a-half hour 
days. We don't like working past 12 hours, 
plus a half-hour lunch. Twelve-and-a-half 
hours is enough for anybody! 

NK: What do you love about working 
on SupernatursI? 

CY. Frame for frame, pound for pound, 
we have more jammed Into our eight days 
of shooting than any other show on 
television. And compared to other shows, 
we don't get the big bucks to do it. so we 
have to be very clever. What's fun about 
this show, even though it's a ton of work 
and you never go to sleep, is that every 
eight days you make a new movie. 

NK: What IS your favorite episode'^ 

CY: I like the pilot very much, because 
pilots are always exciting to do. You make 
something happen that's never happened 
before, and I think the end result really is 
superb. There's another one I like called 
Skin, where we have a doppelganger 
actually tear Its skin off on camera.

Koowing Jared and Jensen's sense 
of humor, did they tease you about 
portraying their father when you’re 
barely 10 years older than them? 

Of course! Wouldn't you? We all laughed 
about it, but I got a lot of crap from 


them all the time. I still do. I get 
a text message from them saying 
“Hi Daddy!” or “How is our dead 
daddy doing?” Oddly enough, Watchmen 
is shooting on the same block as 
Supernatural, so I will see them 
every day for the next eight months. 

We had a lot of fun together, and there 
was a lot of laughing, to the point where 
the crew probably got a little upset with 
us at times. I would get the giggles, \ 
and 1 was so tired anyway. Jared has 
a tendency to get the giggles, and when 
you are tired and they start giggling 
and you start giggling, it can go on way 
too long. We certainly had a good time. 


Sam and Dean had a very unusual 
upbringing. What kind of father 
was John Winchester? 

At the core of it. John was a good father. 
He loved his kids more than he loved 
himself. Everything he did that was 
questionable, everything that most people 


I didn’t know I was going to come back. 
Sam and Dean were just children in 
the scenes I shot, and I figured they 
would hire a guy that was an older version 
of myself [for the actual series]. How 
can I have kids who are Jensen Ackles’ 
age for God’s sakes, or Jared Padalecki's 
size? So I really di^’t expect anymore 
than that. 

When I did come back, I was really 
happy for a gig. Besides that, I just love 
those two kids. I call Jensen and Jared 
“kids” now because I’m their dad. They 
are two of the coolest, most well-adjusted, 
greatest guys you will ever meet in your 
hfe. It was a great pilot, and David Nutter, 
who directed it, was brilliant. 




would look at and^. "That wasn’t a very 
good decision on his part." he did for his 
sons. Perhaps there was a better way to 
do it. but every parent can't be a Denny 
Duquette [Jeffiey’s character from Grey’S 
Anatomy]. He had his flaws, and I loved 
that. That was the best part. Unfortunately, 
the kids are screwed up now, but I think it 
always done out of love. 

The season one episode Shadow 
featured quite a few special effects. 
Was it a learning curve dealing 
with imaginary mena,ces? 

Kim Manners directed that episode, and 
that I was fine with it. 


When I finally got into the character 
of John Winchester, I loved it. I never 
had any issue with the special effects. 

I don’t think I would want to be against 
a blue screen every day, but I liked 
doing it. I had done a series called 
The Burning Zone in the 19908 that 
had a lot of special effects, but they've 
certainly come a long way since then. 

It was fun. The coolest thing is seeing 
the episode afterward and how it’s 
turned out. What they pull off in the 
CG lab is amazing! 

Back in the day. John was 
supposed to be this badass 
hunter. Was it fun getting to 
show that side of him in the 
confrontation with Meg? 

Yeah. I was dying to get John on 
his own! We had to deal with the 
family stuff, and there was so much 
apologizing, or not apologizing, that 
when it finally got down to kicking 
the crap out of some demons, it was 
really time! As an actor, the reason 
I first got into this was getting to play 
cowboys and Indians. John was the 
ultimate cowboy, so I was in heaven. 
Throw me against some walls, let me 
jump over some couches, and shoot 
some bad guys. 1 was having a blast! 

John was 
no slouch in 
hand-to-hand 
combat. Did you 
get to do any of 
your own stunts? 

I did a lot of 
them... I want 
to say I did them 
all because that 
is way cooler. I had 
a tendency to get 
hurt because I am 
a little older. I was 
limping around 
quite a bit. which 
was fodder for the 
kids. They can 
make fun of that 

all day long. "Look at Dad! He can't 
even walk today!" [Laughs]. There was 
nothing really major; just age catching 
up. Bouncing off the pavement is a little 
harder these days! 

How was it doing those scenes 
where John is possessed by the 
demon and lashes out at his sons? 
Those turned out so well. They kind of 
let me go with it. “We just want you to 


be different from John”, so I came 
up with this whole pattern of speech. 
What I was aiming for was a kind 
of Jack Nicholson in The Shining thing 
where he gets all’ freaky. I just changed 
my voice. The other thing that was 
important was 1 couldn't see anything. 

I had yellow contacts in, so we had 
sand bags placed all over the room. 

That is how I knew where I was. 

I would hit them with my foot 
and I knew I was right in front 
of Jensen. Then I would turn around 
and I would walk until I felt the sand 
bag with my foot again and I knew 
I was in front of Jared. I would wait 
for them to talk so I knew where 
I was looking. So I did that scene 
pretty damn near blind! 1 could 
see light sources, but I couldn’t see 
the actors. They shot that all as one. 
too. My coverage was a continuous 
shot, so it was really a feat for the 
cameraman, the director, and the 
three of us. 

In the season two premiere. /n 
My Time Of Dying, John makes 
a deal with the Yellow-Eyed Demon 
to save his dying son. What was 
your reaction to the script? 

Well, that will prove to all the 
naysayers that John was a good father. 

It showed how 
much John loved 
his kids. I was 
very sad to see 
him go. I would 
rather have had 
him ride into 
the sunset so 
I could come back 
whenever I was 
available. I was 
sad that he died, 
but it is Eric 
Kripke’s decision. 

He has a grand

We filmed 
r everything against a blue screen, 
because nothing was truly written yet. 

I think Eric actually rewrote everything 
because I couldn’t come back whenever 
I the finish date for the show was for 
the last episode. We kiird of winged it, 

I but I love that John came back. Maybe 
I he's gone on to a better place now, but 
who knows with John? I will never be 
sold he’s in Heaven resting peacefully. 


Remarkably, John never 
utters a single word in that 
.final confrontation... 

I never had any dialogue. When 
I first got the script, the scene was 
more complex with a lot of fighting. 

But The Accidental Husband team 
wouldn’t let me do that stuff. They 
were basically like, “No, you can’t 
go up there to fight and potentially 
get hurt." Eric rewrote it so basically 
I grab the demon and he throws 
me off. And there was never a whole 
lot of dialogue. In the original, there 
was some, and in the second there was 
“none. I liked it. because it allowed the 
three of us to connect. Those two kids 
are really good actors, and we had done 
this before. In Shadow, where we first 
see each other, it is that whole “1 am 
happy to see you” without a lot of 
talking. That was the same strategy 


they did in this last episode, and it 
was very effective. 

Are there any Supernatural 
episodes that really stand out 
for you? 

I loved Dead Man's Blood, where the 
boys cut me off and I get pissed off 
at them. The last three episodes of 
season one were so much fun and 
serialized. I also really love Shadow. 
The last episode, where it’s me and 
Jensen with Dean in the hospital bed. 
was good too. That was a bittersweet 
deal because I didn’t know if I would 
be back on the show. 



The Supernatural comic book series 
Origins focuses on the adventures 
of John Winchester. Have you had 
a chance to check them out? 

I went to get the graphic novel 
of Watchmen [Jeffrey is currently 
filming the movie adaptation] and 
bought the first few issues of the 
Supernatural comic book. I haven’t 
opened them. They are still in their 
plastic sleeves. I was like, “Maybe 
I should keep them in there and they 
will be worth something one day!” 

I should just read them, but to 
be honest. I don't have a whole lot 
of reading time right now. 



That’s true. At one point, you 
were even jetting back and 
forth between Supernatural and 
Grey’s Anatomy. Was it strange 
appearing in two series that j 

shared the same time slot? 1 

[Laughs] That was a little bizarre. j 

I was like, “What the hell is going ~ 1 
on?” I don’t know if it was a good thing "I 
or a bad thing, programming myself 
against myself. That only happened 
in the second year, though, because i 
we had been on different nights 1 

before that. Now that they are on - -j 
against each other, thank God for Tivofv 
I wish they would put Supernatural 
on another day because it is a tough 
night. Supernatural is a great show, 
and more people should be watching 
it. And hopefully John will be back!

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A SIEGE AT THE CITY BANK OF 
MOwaukee ended in bloodshed and confusion 
yesterday, with at least two people dead and 
several more seriously injured. 

Local authorities were called to the bank 
in downtown Milwaukee shortly before 
midday after local man Ronald Reznick. who 
was seen holding a shotgun, sealed himself 
and several hostages inside the building. 

The siege was seemingly brought to an 
end just before 4AM when Reznick was shot 
and killed by a police marksman. However, 
in a bizarre twist, two of the hostages, later 
identified as fugitive brothers Dean and Sam 
Winchester, took over the siege, refusing to

allow anyone in or out of the building. 
The siege finally ended at TAM when 
government agents stormed the bank, 
forcing the brothers to flee. This is the 
second time Dean Winchester, who is wanted 
for murder, theft, fraud, and grave i 
desecration, and was thought dead by 
officials, has evaded police capture. 

Asked how was she was feeling, 
hostage Sherry Windermere, who was 
obviously still suffering from shock, 
declared: "It doesn’t matter what the 
police might say, those brothers are 
heroes.

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he shapeshifter is common in folklore throughout

In its simplest sense, shapeshifting means to 
change physical form. Other terms used to describe the 
process include metamorphosis and transmogrification, 
although these tend to apply to permanent changes 
in appearance, while shapeshifting usually refers to 
a temporary change in form. 

One of the most commonly referenced shapeshtfters 
is the skinwalker. Unlike lycanthropy, where those 
cursed transform from humans into werewolves 
whenever there is a full moon, and bearwalkers, who 
change from humans into bears (and sometimes owls), 
skinwalkers don't change into animals. Instead, these 
creatures kill humans and assume their shapes. They can 
be destroyed by conventional hunting means, namely 
a silver bullet to the heart. 

Another interesting shapeshifter is the nahua/ (see 
FRKt illustration). According to Mexican mythology, 
nahuales were necromancers who served the Aztec 
god of war, Tezcatlipoca. Legend has it that a nahual, 
which is the Aztec term for animal spirit, can transform 
into virtually any animal it wishes, including eagles, 
jaguars, snakes, and coyotes. Again, they can be killed via 
a silver bullet to the heart.

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L ong before he became 

a director, one of Robert 
Singer’s first forays into 
television was as a producer 
on The Night Strangler (1973), 
which featured Carl Kolchak, 
a reporter who investigates 
strange supernatural occurrences. 
Considering that creator Eric Kripke 
initially pitched Supernatural 
as a reporter investigating the 
supernatural elements behind urban 
legends, Singer has essentially come 
full circle in his career by working 
on this show. Just as interestingly, 
while he’s directed seven episodes 
(and counting), Singer originally 
came to Supernatural as executive 
producer and co'showrunner. 

“I actually wasn’t supposed to direct," 
Singer admits. “One of the reasons the 
studio wanted me to do Supernatural 
was to be the guiding hand and voice 
of experience. They wanted me to be 
around more and not go off into directing, 
and that was fine with me. Although, 
working with Eric, I knew within the 
first week he could handle this." 

Before he could say, ‘That's a wrap!” 
however, Singer's directing skills were 
being called upon. 

“1 was in Chicago and got this 
phone caU at about 8 o’clock at night 
saying that the director of the very 
next episode had dropped out and ‘We 
need you to go to Canada to direct the 
thing,’" recalls the industry veteran. 

“So I flew home to L.A.. just to pack 
a bag. then 1 flew up to Canada.” 

Fortunately, Singer was handed a fun 
script. “Phantom Traveler - I loved that 
show!” he laughs. “It was very challenging, 
because it takes place inside an airplane. 
We shot on a real plane because the 
budget doesn’t afford us to have big 
mock-ups. It's a great crew we have, 
and the episode turned out really well. 
Everybody liked what I did, so then from, 
‘You better stay down there [in Burbank].’ 
it became, ‘So how many more are you 
gonna direct?’ Very fun.” 

Like most of Hollywood’s directors. 
Singer worked as a second unit director for 
several years before making the ultimate 
move behind the camera. 

“I had directed a lot of second units for 
shows that I was working on. and I was 
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producing a show called Midnight Caller, 
and one of the scripts I wrote, I just kinda 
said, ‘Alright, I’m doing this one...’ and 
that’s how the directing started,” he recalls. 
“I’ve been at it for 20 years or so now.” 

Singer credits his production experience, 
including working on sets with directors 
and in editing rooms, for making his move 
to the director’s chair easier. 

“I was pretty comfortable from the time 
I walked on the set and had an idea of 
what 1 wanted. I think for people who 
are writers, who haven’t produced or been 
on sets a lot, I think it’d be a little more 
daunting. In television, to this day, the 
hardest thing is to allocate your time. 

Those first few shots in the morning it 
seems like, ‘Well, we have hours to get 
all this done...’You have to learn to hit 
the ground running because you know 
you have a big scene coming up in the 
afternoon. You are a slave to the schedule, . 
and that’s the hardest thing for young 
directors to learn, so they don’t get in 
trouble. The time just flies. You’ve 
gotta be aware that not every scene 
in television is gonna have your best 
looking shot. Sometimes you pick and 
choose where you want to step out and 
be bolder, what’s going to take more time. 
Pick those ones early because you can’t 
do that with every scene. That’s the advice 
I give to young directors.” 

Another piece of advice - or rather, 
warning - which Singer makes sure to 
' impart to young directors is, “Directing is 
exhausting.” But getting to see the vision 
you have in your head come to life makes 
it well worth it. “It’s very communal; there 
are a lot of people on the set, a lot of people 
V aroimd all pulling for the same thing. 
You’re the general there. It’s really in the 


moment, especially if it’s a script you’ve 
written. I liken it to being both the pitcher 
and the catcher. Writing is a much more 
solitary experience. There’s a certain 
gratification in writing when you finish 
a scene and you read it and you go, ‘Yeah 
that’s pretty good.’ But the feedback in 
directing is certainly more immediate 
— you can see what you’re getting. Not 
that when you get into the editing room 
or you watch it two months later on 
television that you don’t go. ‘My God, 
what was I thinking? I must have been 
punch-drunk when I made that decision.” 


Creative Challenges 

Self-deprecating humor aside, directing 
television is always a challenge where 
you’re constantly making decisions that 
affect the outcome of the episode at 
hand... especially with Supernatural. 

“I’ve done a lot of shows, and this is by 
far the hardest show to direct. The scripts 
are ambitious. We try to write them that 
way because we want to put our best foot 
forward. In any given scene you have this 
confluence of special effects and visual 
effects and stunts, so trying to figure out 
how to do all that stuff on schedule is 
difficult. Every day you come to work 
there’s something that’s going to be 
a challenge, and if you’re not prepared, 
it can get away from you in a hurry. 

We’ve had a couple directors over the 
two-plus years that have faced that and 
weren’t up to it. The level of preparation 
is really enormous because of the 
complexity of what we’re doing. We’re 
always trying to figure out how to do 
a certain scene: “Is this a visual effect or is 
this a special make-up thing? What’s the 
best way to shoot it?’ We're doing a little 
movie every week, but not on a movie 
schedule. It’s a challenge, but it’s great 
fun, because when you get it done you 
really have a sense of accomplishment eg 
that you did something cool. Our crew 
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is really willing to try anything. 

Any harebrained scheme a director 
can come up with, they’ll take 
a shot to try to make it work, but 
it is a high-wire act.” 

Despite the fact that he cites 
Supernatural as the hardest show 
he’s had to direct, Singer always has 
a great time on set. ‘It’s a loose set, 
and Jared Padalecki and Jensen 
Ackles are practical jokers. Every 
day there’s laughter on the set.” 

Because he’s enjoyed all his 
experiences on the set, Singer finds it 
difficult to choose a favorite among 
the episodes he’s directed. After 
some thought, he says, “Croatoan. 

I thought it was a very interesting 
script, because it was less about the 
boo scares and the jump scares and 
the monsters. It was psychological, 
and very character driven. It had an 
underlying message to it - being 
afraid of what you can’t understand. 
The character driven ones are my 
favorite episodes, and Eric likes ones 
where the guy gets his hand caught in 
the garbage disposal, so together we 
come up with one good show.” 

Where Eric Kripke is an urban 
legend and folklore biaff. Singer likens 
himself to "the everyday audience. 

I am not steeped in [legends) — I'm 
kind of like the hockey goalie. People 
come up with legends and they shoot 


me. and they either get it in the

Until his brutal death in season three's Fresh Blood, 
Gordon Walker was a constant thorn in the side 
of the Winchester brothers. In an exclusive interview 
with The Official Supernatural Magazine, actor 
STERLING K. BROW! chats about the demons 
that drove this most vicious of hunters...

Gordon Walker. Mad. 

Bad. Dangerous. Ever since 
his sister was turned into 
a vampire when he was just 17.

I WeVe been introduced to 
I a lot of hunters, so bow are 
Gordon’s methods different 
to that of the Winchesters? 
That's a good question. I feel that 
Sam is the tempering partner that 
keeps Dean from moving forward 
in a simileu' fashion to Gordon. 

The brothers have two brains 
working together, which is always 
going to give you a system of 
checks and balances that wouldn’t 
exist otherwise. Gordon only has an 
impulse and goes with that. 



Dean called Gordon a “sadistic 
bastard.” Do you feel he crossed 
the line when he tortured the 
vampire queen Lenore? 

Absolutely not! I don’t think there is 
any such thing as a good vampire! The 
idea of a whole nest of vampires going 
around feeding only on cow’s blood 
sounds like complete crap to me. 


Even though Gordon clashes with 
the Winchesters, does he have 
some strange code of honor? 
Absolutely! When Gordon turns his 
aim toward Sam. it is not because 
he developed some sort of animosity 
from the way the brothers left him 
the last time they saw Gordon. He has 
information that leads him to believe 
Sara will become an instrument of evil 


in Satan’s army, period! His whole 
motivation is to eradicate evil from the 
world. He does his best to explain that 


having the understanding of what it 
means to carry around something evil 
inside of you. He even says, ‘1 am going 


to Dean, and I know it was hard for Dean to take myself out once I take you out 


to hear because Sara is his brother. 


because it is the right thing to do.” 


What was your opinion of the way 
Dean and Sam framed Gordon and 
had him arrested? 

My whole philosophy was any time you 
don’t die, there is always an opportunity 
to come back. I was happy to be arrested 
and not shot in the head! It was pla 3 'ful 
and witty. You have to give Sam credit; 
he’s a Stanford man, even though he 
didn’t finish his education. 


Were you satiefied with the way 
it ended for Gordon? 

He definitely didn’t go out with 
a whimper; it was with a bang for sure. 
If he had to go out, I am glad it will 
leave a lasting impression on the series. 


In season three’s Freeh Blood, 
Gordon ia transformed into a 
vampire. How did that sit with you? 
That was really hard. I called Eric Kripke 
when I first got the script and realized 
I was going to be expiring. I wasn’t so 
bummed about expiring, because all good 
things must come to an end. The thing 
that was horrific for me is that Gordon 
turns an innocent girl into a vampire. 

That was hard because his sister was 
turned and he had to take her out. That 
began his career as a hunter. So I know 
Gordon does a lot of jack things and isn’t 
the most righteous individual, but did he 
have to do this? Eric was like, “We talked 
about it for a long time, but now that he's 
a monster and operates off instinct, he 
is not so logical.” When the bloodlust 
comes on and you have the desire to feed, 
it is huge, and your strategy does not take 
into consideration collateral damage. His 
endgame is to kill Sam, and anyone else 
who has to experience detrimental effects 
because of that is not a concern of his. 

That was tough for me to process and get 
on board with. 


Did you enjoy working with Jared 
and Jensen? 

The guys did everjrthing in their power 
to make me feel comfortable and like 
I belonged on the set. I will always be 
thankful to them for that. I feel the 
atmosphere of any set is established by 
the leads, and Jared and Jensen create 
a wonderfully productive environment 
that is also extremely playful at the same 
time. I learned a lot of what it means to 
be gracious by the example they put forth. 


Finally, what are your Gordon 
Walker highlights? 

I loved that first fight with Dean, and 
then Gordon’s confi’ontation with the 
boys leading up to when he tortures the 
vampire queen with the dead man's blood. 
I felt like that was the first time Sam and 
Dean see what kind of man Gordon is, and 
how he likes to do things. Then in Hunted, 
the way Dean and I got to interact with 
each other was very cool. ^ 


It is ironic that Gordon becomes 
what he hates most? 

Yeah, it ia very ironic, and he gets the 
chance to talk about that a little bit, 
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young woman is being 
chased through a nighttime 
forest. From the look on 
^ her face, she fears for her life - and 
^ with good reason. When her unseen 
^ attacker catches up with her, she loses 
her head - literally! 

Meanwhile, Dean and Sam are 
on their way to Red Lodge. Montana, 
in the now-rebuilt Impala, which 
is once again a thing of beauty 
("Listen to her purr,” grins Dean), 
Posing as reporters, they chat with 
the town’s impressivelymustached 
sheriff about a recent rash of cattle 
mutilations and decapitations. 

The sheriff doesn’t think anything 
Satanic is going on, but the boys 
need to know for sure, so they sneak 
into the morgue to take a look at 
the last victim’s severed head, lb 
their surprise, they find she has 
retractable teeth - she’s a vampire! 

With vampires in town, 

Dean and Sam need to find them. 
They go to a local bar and ask 
the bartender if he’s seen any 


“night owl” types around. 

As they leave, a man sitting 
nearby quietly follows them. 
The boys confront him 
outside and discover that 
his name is Gordon Walker, 
and he's the hunter responsible for the 
vampire killings. He seems friendly 
enough, but refuses to team up with 
Sam and Dean, preferring to stalk his 
quarry alone. 

Later that night. Gordon attacks 
a vampire at a mill, but things don’t 
go to plan when the creature gets 
the drop on him.

Sam is dropped back at the motel, 
where he interrupts Dean and Gordon 
as they make plans to find the vamps 
hideout.

Dean is adamant that all 
vampires are evil and refuses to give 
Sam's story the benefit of the doubt, 
which prompts Sam to accuse him 
of using Gordon as a father figure to 
replace their dad. Stung. Dean clocks 
him one on the jaw. Sam won’t give 
up, though, insisting that the vampires 
should be given a second chance. 

It seems Sam could be onto 
something, because when they walk 
back into their motel room Gordon is 
gone - and with the keys to the Impala, 
80 the boys can’t follow! Dean hotwires 
the car and they set off after him. using 
Sam’s recollections 


(despite being blindfolded) of the route 
to the vampires’ lair. 

They arrive to find Gordon torturing 
Lenore using dead man's blood, which is 
immensely painful to vampires. When 
Gordon confesses that his sister was 
turned into a vampire and he had to kill 
her, Dean finally realizes that this hunter 
isn’t a good guy. Gordon tries to change 
Dean's mind by cutting Sam s arm and 
showing them how Lenore reacts to the 
sight of his blood (it's not pretty, all fangs 
and snarls), but Dean knows the truth. 
Sam takes Lenore to her friends, while 
Dean and Gordon fight things out 
between them; Gordon, of course, ends 
up on the losing side. Dean ties him 
to a chair and the Winchesters leave, 
knowing they’ve done the right thing 
in letting the vampires escape. Dean, 
however, isn’t happy' thinking back 
the supernatural kills he’s made ov( 
years, he’s worried that perhaps not 
of them were evil.

I t’s a long way, both 

geographically and 
artistically, from the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival 
to Supernatural on The CW. 
But Lauren Cohan, whose 
character Bela has brought 
a freshly amoral spice to 
the show’s third season, 
is used to long distances. 

Born in Philadelphia, she 
spent part of her childhood 
in New Jersey before moving 
to England, where she lived 
until relocating to Los Angeles 
last year. A graduate of 
England's University of 
Winchester, Cohan first 
started to take career matters 
into her own hands when 
she co-founded a theater 
company on campus. 


“We were creating flyers for 
our first play, and we spent 
about three days trying to 
come up with a name,” Cohan 
recalls. “Then we just gave 
up and called it 2G4T.” Asked 
what that might stand for, 
she just laughs. 

The company’s first 
play was a gender-bending 
reimagining of George Bernard 
Shaw’s Pygmalion. “We made 
Eliza Doolittle a man and 
Henry Higgins a woman.” 
Cohan explains. “We did 
really well at university with 
it, and so we took that play to 
the Edinburgh Fringe Festival 
for the summer.” 

Edinburgh turned out to be 
a great place for a young actor 
to hone her chops. “It’s one of

institution Basil Brush.

“Basil Brush is one of those shows 
that works for kids and afeo on a much 
more adult level. This fox is the most 
naughty character,” she says with 
a laugh. But I didn’t end up doing 
that, and then I moved to L.A, figuring 
that if I wanted to do films, I should be 
in the place where they’re all made.” 


my favorite places,” Cohan says, ”and we 
had a dreamy summer. We playeil^^ll day, 
and then we’d go home and improV, 

It was the most amazing time.” 

Alas, touring theater is no way 
to make money, “We won awards 
and did really well, and still came 
home with absolutely nothing at the 
end of the summer,” Cohan admits. 
“Then we moved to London, where 
we started publicizing the show and 
planning an adaptation of Pamela 
Hall’s children’s book Elemenopee. And 
then I got a film. So that’s the long and 
short of the theater company days.” 

That film came about as a result of 
Cohan’s previous modeling experience. 

“I used to do modeling when I 
very young,” she says, “and I was still 
friends with the woman who runs the 
agency. I went to meet with them and 
they said, ‘Why don’t we start sending 
you out for some auditions and see 
what happens?’ And I thought, okay, 
that will be fun for a little while, but 
then I was planning to go to drama 
school,,, which is the last thing an 
agent wants to hear, that you’re up 
for auditions but will be taking off in 
a couple of months.” She laughs. “But 
I didn’t know that at the time. You 
don’t know anything until you start 
going through it.” 

Within a month of hitting the 
audition circuit, Cohan landed her 
first feature. Young Alexander 
The Great. “I went off to Egypt for 
a month, learned archery, and met 
some of my greatest friends,” she 
recalls. “And then I got another 
feature after that, and went to 
do Casanova in Venice!” 

It seemed like things were 
really taking off, but like most 
actors’ careers, Cohan's wasn’t 
without its hiccups. After 
Casanova, she recalls, 

“I had a year when nothing 
happened. It probably 
wasn't helped by the fact 
that I was going back and 
forth between L.A. and 
London. In the meantime, 

I got offered a couple of 
terrible horror films, which I refused 
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^Noi too long after her arrival in L.A., 
Cohan met casting director Robert 
Ulrich and casting associate Hannah 
Cooper for a project that didn’t happen. 
'I’d developed a good relationship with 
them, though,” she says, “and went 
back to read for Bela in July, and then 
I came back and met Robert again.” 

This time Eric Kripke was there, too. 

“I didn’t know that Eric was the 
creator.” Cohan says. “I thought he was 
another producer, so I wasn’t nervous. 
They had me read Bela with and without 
the accent, and they seemed very excited. 
It felt very good, which is always the kiss 
of death.” 

Except this time. Cohan called her 
manager and found out that she’d already 
been called back in for a screen test. 

“Eric came in - by this time I knew 
who he was - and said, ‘Don’t worry, 
you go in there and you rule that room,”’ 
she recalls. “It went well, and I went 
back in for the network that afternoon, 
and I wasn’t nervous by that point.” 

After all the auditions and tests, 

Cohan found out that she'd gotten the 
role... but the character wasn’t certain 
to be added to the show. “So I was at my 
waitressing gig for eight days waiting for 
it to happen,” she says. When the wait 
was over, and she had the job, she recalls 
telling anyone who would listen, with 
predictable results: “People gave me quite 
a lot of business cards.” 

Fans of the show were initially 
less'than-thrilled with the news that two 


women were going to be added as 
recurring characters. Rumors flew that 
Bela and Ruby were going to be arm candy 
or sidekicks, and the grumbling got pretty 
intense... until, of course, fans started 
watching season three and found out 
exactly what Bela and Ruby were all about. 

“I think it’s pretty funny that there’s 
been so much blogging and chat among 
fans about Ruby and Bela," Cohan says. 
“They’re such different characters. First 
of aU, they're not arm candy for the boys, 
and secondly, they’re not in competition 
with each other or with Sam and Dean, 
because they’re in different areas of the 
supernatural world. Ruby is a badass 
butt-kicking kind of girl, and Bela’s not. 
She’s wicked with words, but she’s not 
doing any kind of Rung Fu.” 

Although, Cohan allows, she might 
have her own rituals. “Maybe Tai Chi? 
You’ve got to be centered to do high-class 
occult thievery.” 

A little centering might also help when 
you’re dealing with Bela’s traumatic family 


^Bela s story so far... 

-The first time we meet Bela Talbot (Sad 
~ Day At Black Rock), she's disguised as 
a waitress who flirts with Sam. Instead of 
I his number however, she's actually after

history, which we begin to discover in Red 
I Sir At Morning. Cohan doesn't know aU 
I the details, but hints that more will be 
I disclosed in the SEOond half of season throe, 
“She's definitely not right. I didn't 
realise how much of a problem she is. She's 
really just out for herself, and I think she 
finds the boys' goodness sweet but naive 
and kind of silly. She doesn't understand 
why they work how the, do. and it doesn't 
stop her from doing the things she has to. 

“She's really damaged,” Cohan 
continues. "I actually don't want to know 
her backstory yet. Eric asked me, and 
I didn't want him to tell me.” She plans 
to let the reveal happen to her as the 
episodes are shot, in much the same 
way that viewers of the show 
will experience it. 
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It's an interesting way to 
inhabit a character, and one 
that Cohan wouldn’t be able 
to do without the serial nature 
of a TV show. And there are 
other aspects of TV that she 
finds affect the way she works. 

“Coming from feature work, TV 
is a learning process for me,” 
she says, “largely because of 
the time constraints. You have 
a set schedule, and you really 
have to power through and do 
the best work you can in the time 
frame alloted. I really like it, with the 
different directors and actors coming 
in, but it’s also a little more difficult 
because you’re getting to know different 
people all the time.” 

The pressure could he a recipe 
for disaster, but Cohan says the 
Supernatural set is “like a family. 

Maybe everybody thinks that 
about the show they work on, 
but it’s true here. Everyone on the 
crew is so good at their job, so 
professional. It’s been going for more 
than two years, and almost everyone 
has been there from the be^nning. 

It’s very carefully thought out and put 
together," which means that crises come 
and go quickly because everyone pulls 
together to deal with them. 

"And those boys,” she says of Jared 
and Jensen, “they crack me up. I’m 
laughing all the time.” 

Warming to the topic, she tells 
a story of a recent on-set prank. 

“We were shooting in the Winchester 
safe house [in Red Sky At Morning]," 
Cohen recounts. It’s a tense scene, 
with a maritime menace and no 
clear path to figuring out what the 
malevolent force is or how to fight 
it. The safe house is decrepit and 
dingy, “and to make it look suitably 
distressed they have rubbish 
everywhere,” Cohan goes on... 
including a bunch of mousetraps. 

“Well, Jared is like a two-year-old. 

He keeps picking up the mousetraps 
and throwing them at people, and 
then he snapped one on his 
own finger!” 


For a moment, she’s laughing so 
hard she can hardly tell the story. 
“Comeuppance,” she chuckles. “To the 
nth degree.”

Even when the boys aren’t playing their 
prankster roles, there’s plenty of on-set 
humor. “That same scene in the safe 
house, there’s a moment when I’m 
sitting and I stand up to say something 
and then I have to turn around and 
walk away,” Coheui says. Off-camera, 
a crew member moves her chair out of 
the way so she doesn’t have to worry 
about it when she turns to go. 

“They reminded me not to sit down,” 
she recounts, but then she didn’t like 
the take, and was so focused on the 
scene that she wanted to go again right 
away. “I stand up, say ‘You can’t just 
leave me here,’ and then I wanted 
to do it again, and I’m sitting, and 
I realize that it’s already too late, 
and all of us are looking at each 
other knowing that there’s nothing 
we c an do about it. And it was made 
all the funnier because it was such 
an emotional scene. I couldn’t do it 
again for 10 minutes because I was 
laughing so hard.” 

Will that one make it onto the 
end-of-season blooper reel? 

“I don’t know,” she says. “AU 
you can see on camera is my head 
dropping out of frame, and then 
everyone starts laughing.” 

Having regular work has meant 
that Cohan can be a little picky about 


in between episodes, which is really 
tricky I’ll have two weeks off, three 
on, then maybe three days working in 
the middle of an off period.” She’s also 
looking for TV guest spots and other 
similar gigs. 

“But I’m also getting caught on the 
theater thing again,” she says, a little 
wistfully which brings us full circle. 
While she was waiting for lightning 
to strike after her move to L.A., Cohan 
got involved in the Ruskin Theater 
Group, which does an ongoing series 
of 24-hour plays in Santa Monica. 

“The writers meet in the morning,” 
she explains, “and they write a play 
The actors come in at 12 noon, 
rehearse, and then perform at seven 
o’clock in a cafe theater. It’s 
exhilarating, and quite terrifying.” 

The fcafe plays also keep Cohan 
in touch with her theatrical roots. 

“I did three or four Shakespeare plays 
a year in university, and then the 
touring work, and then went two and 
a half years without doing anything 
before starting to work with the 
Ruskin group. It’s a great way of 
exercising my theater muscle. 

“There’s a play I might do by one 
of the writers from the cafe plays,” 
continues Cohan, when asked about 
her next move. Meanwhile, her latest 
feature (Float) is in post-production, 
probably to appear next year. Right 
now, though, she’s back off to the 
Supernatural set. Maybe she’ll find 
out today what Bela’s dark family 
secret is. Or maybe she’ll wait so it’s 
as much of a surprise to her as it will 
he to us. $
